Of general interest is an inquiry 
by a correspondent whether the 
Shanghai Municipal Council have 
juny power to deal with the trader 
‘who dispenses short weight loaves 
of bread in the International Settle- 
ment.

CHINA'S RAILWAY 
PROBLEMS 


Serious Questions to be Faced 
at Conference 


Nanking, March 
‘The National Railway Transporta- 
tion Conference covened under the 
wuspices of the Ministry of Rail-

Despite the fact that the Chinese 
railways had been in existence for 
several decades, little progress has 
been achieved, ‘owing to the inces- 
sant civil wars. 

‘Tho National Government, con:

inauguration, attached particular 
portance to its railway develop- 
ment programmes. With the ces- 
sation ‘of military operations, and 
the restoration of national usifica- 
Hon the foremost task of the 
inistry was the reorganization and 
development of the ‘existent “rail 
ways. In the carrying out of this 
task, the Ministry was however con- 
fronted by no small obstacles. The 
various railways were now on the 
verge of bankruptey, the total 
obligations amounting to the stag-

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THE DUMPING EVIL 
Feb, 25, 

Recently the “Chinese Econo- 
mie Bulletin” produced a. free 
‘translation of the clauses of an 
enactment which the Nanking 
Government has in view to 
prevent the dumping of goods 
into China, So far as is known, 
nothing tangible has yet taken 
place with the object of passing 
this piece of legislation, and it 
is not altogether improbable that 
the difficulties attending it may 
have called for further _con- 
sideration in the capital. ‘There 
fre, of course, inntimerable 
examples of legislation adopted 
by other countries to eliminate 
dumping which are available for 
atudy by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, with full records as to the 
results achieved, and the fact 
that certain of these are so 
elaborate makes it a question 
whether the expense will be 
Justified in the case of China, 
Not all dumping is of the blatant 
type that Russia is indulging in 
At the expense of Britain in the 
matter of timber and wheat, but 
rather it becomes frequently a 
delicate task even for an expert 
to decide whether any special 
article is being dumped. While 
the general criterion is that 
dumping consists of the importa 
tion of the article under its sale 
Price in the country of origin, 
which in many ‘cases pre: 
supposes below. the cost of 
manufacture, the expert has to 
decide whether certain ex- 
trancous circumstaiees have not 
entered into the ease which 
would make the: transaction a 
perfectly legitimate one. So 
highly technical is the nature of 
the work that an inveterately 
protectionist coutitry such as the 

ited States has officers posted 
joughout Europe and else- 
ere who furnish regular 
ports on the cases calling for 
tention. 

In embarking on a scheme of 
anti-dumping legislation, it. will 
be readily appreciated ‘that in 
the first place it entails the 
bringing into existence of an 
entirely new government depart- 
ment, and probably a highly ex- 
pensive one at that, In view of 
the experience of "other coun- 
tries it would probably be neces- 
sary to engage foreign experts 
to set it going, and while there 
would be no ‘necessity in the 
case of China for such an 
elaborate system of officers in 
foreign countries as in the ¢ 
of America, really effective 
results would probably not. be 
attained unless a certain amount 
of work in this direction were 
wadertaken. ‘The question, then, 
is whether the results would be 
commensurate with the expendi- 
ture, and a general survey of the 
situation suggests an answer in 
the negative. With its ine 
exhaustible supply of cheap 
labour China is the last country 
in the world likely to be the 
vietim of any extensive dumping 
policy. Rather, as has been 
emphasized in these columns, the 
potentialities of the case are 
that in certain lines of manu- 
factures she fs likely in the 
future to be the exporter rather 
tha the importer. Even with 
their mass production the coun- 
tries in a position to dump goods 
von her are all the time less 
likely to be able to compete 
industrially, and economic fa 
tors will probably themselves 
effect what the present legisla- 
tion is aiming at.

THE SILVER DUTY 
Mar. 3. 

As the béte noir of silver in 
the popular estimation produced 
by the lucubrations of the min- 
ing magnates, India has at the 
Present juncture failed to live 
up to her reputation. There 
were anticipations _ broadcast 
that the duty on imports of silver 
would tend further to depress 
the market, but on the contrary 
rises in the metal and exchange 
have been seen since Sir George 
Schuster's budget speech. Silver 
in New York, where the new 
duty on silver was known. on 
Saturday, is three-eighths of a 
cent higher, while exchange in 
Shanghai yesterday advanced 
about a halfpenny. 

Of course, it never does to 
dogmatize about silver and ex- 
change. Because of the fact 
that exports are so small from 
China, Kiukiang Road and the 
‘speculators therein wield at pre- 
sent an undue influence on ex- 
change, and then there isthe 
attitude of the speculators in 
Bombay to be considered at the 
present juncture. Their ex- 
Pectation was that the duty on 
silver, which up to Saturday had 
been four annas an ounce, would 
be doubled, and on this assump- 
tion they bought silver for near 
and covered their transactions 
by forward sales in 
While their forecasts have only 
been partially fulfilled, they find 
themselves in quite a sound posl- 
tion, and have now to support, 
the market by purchases in Lon- 
don. 

For practical purposes the 
anna may be taken as worth a 
penny, and with a duty of six 
annas’on silver, and with silver 
round about twelvepence an 
ounce, it will be seen that on 
imported silver into India the 
Government is levying practical- 
ly a fifty per cent, duty, The 
Whole tendency of this is to 
‘make silver more valuable inside 
India, and with that the mining] 
interests will have no ground of 
complaint. And for this further 
reason, that, so to speak, the 
Government of India has quite a 
considerable sum of silver in 
bond which it may decide to dis- 
pose of, and instead of putting it 
on the world market, it will pro-| 
bably find ready purchasers in 
India itself. Accordingly up to 
this point India has achieved a 
certain amount of good in rela- 
tion to the silver situation. 
Further it has to be remembered 
that the purchases of silver by 
India were not curtailed when 
the four annas duty was impos- 
ed, but generally speaking have 
increased, and there is no reason 
to believe that the new duty will 
have the effect of decreasing] 
them, especially at the present| 
low price of the metal. 






































THE INDIAN’ BUDGET

without great difficulty, to 
preserve financial equilibrium. 
‘The “increased income taxes 


should not involve much hard- 
ship as the existing scale is far 
from burdensome, The heavier 





customs duties will undoubtedly 
raise the cost of living for 
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Europeans and —_westernized 
Indians. The masses will bear 
some share of the taxation in 
the enhanced excise duty on 
kerosine oil against which is set 
off the higher duty on petrol. 
The Government may expect to 
meet strong opposition to the 
inereases for that is the-tradi- 
tion which the Legislative 
Assembly has established. The 
marked ‘reduction in military 
expenditure is not likely to 
placate the critics, who, from 
time - immemorial, — inveigh 
against the military budget, 
partly because it is beyond their 
control and partly because they 
fail to grasp the implications of 
India’s special problems of de- 
fence. 

Cold comfort is dispensed by 
Sir George Schuster to those 
who, here and elsewhere, have 
been endeavouring to convince 
the world that the Government 
of India have been the evil 
genius of the silver market, 
Readers of the “North-China 
Daily News" will not be 
astonished at Sir George's bland 
refusal to stand on the stool of 
silver repentance. It may be 
recalled that a special London 
cable published in this journal 
on January 21, reflected the view 
that India’s sales of silver were 








a comparatively" negligible 
factor in the world situation 
and it added: 

“So long as other producers

xy fail however to appreciate 
Lord Irwin's method of handling, 
what has mow become a very 
formidable mascot. The Viceroy 
probably.has his own ideas of 
‘Mr, Gandhi’s curious sartorial 
habits which are no more true to 
Indian ideals than they are to 
ordinary notions of decency. 
He knows, however, that legends 
‘eannot be killed by ridicule, Mr. 
Gandhi's influence is really 
legendary, although there are 
plenty of people—not only in| 
India—who do not believe that. 
‘The only way to bring the truth 
home is to give Mr, Gandhi's own 
‘compatriots the opportunity of 
exposing him. It has been done 
before—notably by Sir Sankaran 
Nair—it will be done again if 
‘the opportunities now afforded 
to India are grasped with full 
appreciation of their signi- 
ficance. Mr. Gandhi has been 
manauvred into the position 
which his vanity approves and 
which is most dangerous for 
him, His power of pledging the 
policy of the working com- 
‘mittee to the Indian politicians, 
now returned from London may 
be exercised with the salutary 
effect of bringing within the fold 
the really responsible and 
capable men in the ranks of 
Congress. If so it is fairly 
certain that, the Congress 
machine will be at once, seized 
by the irreconcilables who will 
repudiate Mr, Gandhi and every- 
‘one else. ‘That may not matter 
assuming that the plan of carry- 
ing through the proposals of the 
Roundtable Conference can 
proceed. 

It would be tedious to expound 
the facts—as distinct from the 
theories—which effectually dis- 
prove Mr. Gandhi's claims to 
sanctity. Let it suffice to recall 
that Gokhale, the founder of the 
Servants of India “Society and 
‘the greatest Indian of the twen- 
tieth century, rejected the name 
of Gandhi when the question of. 
Succession to the head. of that 
Society had to be determined. 
Gokhale’s nominee was Mr. V. S. 
Sastri and everyone knows how 
well-justified that selection was, 
It may at once be admitted that 
there comes a time when the 
overpowering force of publicity 
may establish facts which other- 
wise have no existence. Lord 
Irwin is to some extent recogaiz~ 
ing this doctrine. He knows: 
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however that it is not possible to| 
carry it to the length of giving’ 
‘Mr. Gardhi any practical pol 
cal power for the simple reason 
that Mr. Gandhi would be in 
the position of Jan Ridd “what 
be Ito do with it?”.

Prof. Hung Shen's Case 


A court of inguiry was held in 
the Second Branch of the Kiangsu 
High Court on February 24, by 
‘Mr, Wang Shao-nan, Chief Procura- 
tor (who, it may be recalled, was 
the prosecutor in the Nanking Di 
wrict Court in the Kao Ying ease), 
to determine whether or not Mz, 
Hung Shen, dean of the department 
of English at Chinan University 
and professor at Fuhtan University, 
jwas a Communist and/or whether 
‘or not he was engaged in dissemin- 
Jating Communist doctrines so that 
arges could be preferred accord. 
ingly. Professor Hung 
man ‘who brought action 
the managing director of 
Theatre in connection wi 
dress of protest which he 
against the showing of the Harold 
Lloyd picture “Weleome Danger.” 

Mr. King S. Kum, Assistant 
Municipal “Advocate, ‘watched the 
proceedings on behalf of the Shang- 
hai Municipal Police and Mr. 
Tsang Ming-gee defended. 

‘The Chief Procurator drew at- 
tention to the fact that, in courts 
of inquiry, it was not usval for a 
lawyer to’ appear for the defence 
‘out Mr. Tsang pointed out that

Evening 
School and was adviser to the Star 
Motion Picture Co. He was cnce 
honorary president of a dramatic 
school in Kuangtung, een 
appointed by Gen. Chen Ming-chu, 
the Chairman of the Provinei 
Government, and at one time he 
was president of the Modern Liter- 
lature & Arts Research Institute. 
He resigned from the latter 0 
tion last year, the position being 
More of ldse a nominal one as he 
‘had only visited the premises two 
Jor three times. After graduating 
from ‘Tsinghua and Harvard Uni- 
versities, he worked with the Nat 
yang Bros. Tobacco Co. in America 
and in Shanghai, but relinquished 
his work to take up education. His 
average income was $600 monthly 
land he had a wife, a son and two 
daughters. ‘The Research, Institute 
had been started by his friends who 
fhad invited him to become, pre 
lent beeause of his reputation, At 
first, he refused the offer but final- 
Iy, in order to help his friends, he 
agreed to act in an honorary cap: 
jeity on condition that the position 
fwas purely of an honorary nature 
and that he would not be. respon- 
sible for the financial side, One 
lof the reasons why his friends want 
fed to use his name as president was 
to secure students but actually few 
enrolled.

It was 
essential to do this without 
delay, since the moment the 
soldier saw that the foreigner 
had bluffed him he would be apt 
to raise a row. But let the 
foreigner once be settled com- 
fortably down, the joke would 
prove too good for. the comrades 
of the ousted man, who them- 
selves had not beon ousted, and 
they would laugh at the fumings 
of their erstwhile companion, 
and, if it came to. the pinch. 
actually interfere to prevent 
violence if that were threatened, 
‘Tha Chinese, being a master of

Travelling in this manner, 
however, leaves much to be 
desired.’ In comparison with 
the efforts of Pullman it is 
nowhere. No habitué of an 
nglish | club train would 
tolerate a hundredth part of the 
inconvenience for a second. But 

the merit in common with 
ilway travelling of getting 
‘you to some destination some 
time or other. And, after all, 

that is the main thing. It is a 
very important thing in China 
for the foreign traveller whose 
general impressions may 
summed up in the one burning 
desire to get somewhere 
different from the place ke at 
present is in. Possibly the 
discomfort of the journey is 
worth it, because there always 
is something different to trorry 
about at the other end.
